Press.)—Warren Vandervoort, 17, today confessed he shot 
and -killed his father, Rev. R. J. Vandervoort, Methodist 
Episcopal minister, here last night, James Mitchell, the 
Parkersburg marshal, announced today. 


The youth also admitted, the marshal said, that he shot 


and wounded his mother when she appeared in the doorway 
of the pastor's home apparently to investigate the shot that 
killed her husband. Then he followed her into a bedroom 
and shot her again.xl 
The boy gave no explanation for the shooting. A cor- 


oner's inquest is being held. 


Refusing to give any reason for 


tbr shooting until he dictates a for- 
mal confession, voung; Vandervoort. 
in connection with officers today, 
told how he had killed his* father by 
placing his repeating

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.— (By the Associated Press.)—In 


an insane asylum instead of the gallows Russell Scott, erst- 
while Canadian financier, will expiate the murder of a drug 
clerk in a holdup. 
"Cell shock"—insanity resulting from fifteen months 


in "jail and the ordeals of two narrow escapes from the 
noose—was the verdict of a jury last night in a sanity test 
which saved him. 
The jury's finding and Scott's removal to the Chester 


insane asylum today ended a fight for life that probably 
was the most desperate in Cook county criminal annals. 
Seven ballots and three hours and forty minutes* deliber- 
ation were necessary before the jury agreed. 


Five times since Joseph Maurer 


was killed in. ft drug; store opposite 
the city hall, in April, 1924, 
Scott 


has faced death.

Poor Man's Silo. 


LEXINGTON—The 
trench 
silo, 


known as the "poor man's silo," 
can be used beneficially in the con- 
version of badly burned corn into 
good feed, the Dawson county farm 
bureau believes. 


"The trench silo," a bulletin Is- 


sued by the bureau said, "is noth- 
ing more than a trench dug In the 
ground six to ten feet deep, vary- 
ing from ten to sixteen feet 
wide, 


and as long as desired according 
to the size of the herd to be fed. 


"A plow or scraper may be used 


to make thft excavation. The green 
bundles are laid in without being 
cut. 
"When 
the 
trench is filled 


straw and dirt are piled on top to 
keep out air. 
"In North Dakota many of the 


pits are used and this bureau be- 
lieves that farmers who cut up fod- 
der should dig one where the water 
table is not too close to the top 
ot the ground."

A BUMPER NEBRASKA 


CORN CROP. 


From an Inch and a half to four inches of rainfall, 


judiciously distributed in practically every section of 
Nebraska in the iast forty-eight hours, came too 
late, we are told, to fulfill those magnificent promises 
oC a bumper corn crop which seemed within the 
grasp of the farmers ot this state the middle of June. 


Torrid temperatures and a lack of moisture in Jul> 


resulted in damage, ranging from a total loss in smal! 
and isolated sections to 10, lo, 20 and up to 50 per 
cent in other dry spots. 


It Is customary for us to dwell longingly upon 


•what might have been. There will be more that 
an average corn crop in Nebraska. Large areas in 
this state will harvest one of the finest yields ot 
corn that has ever been raised. In the extreme south- 
eastern counties of the state, moisture has been 
ample for all needs, and corn is in splendid condi- 
tion. 
Westward to the central counties there are 


hundreds of fields -which have escaped damage and 
which will produce exceptional yields. 


The rain of Thursday was sufficiently heavy and 


came In a fashion to-do the most good. 


A year ago Nebraska raised 203,280,303 bushels of 


corn. In 1023, she harvested a crop of 272,052,000 
bushels — the second largest on record since figures 
have been compiled by the crop reporting service, 
covering a period of 35 years. But the 1B24 corn crop 
brought more money to the farmers of this state 
than that raised in the preceding year, which was 
nearly 
70.000.UOO bushels greater. 
The estimated 


value of the 1924 crop was (184,385,000 against *144.- 
131,000 in 1923. That was a halt of all the wealth 
produced on Nebraska farms last year. 
* * * 


In the fifty-nine years since 186C, there have been 


but fifteen in which Nebraska produced in excess of 
200,000,000 bushels of corn. In the remaining forty- 
four years, the yield was below that figure. Since 
1900, for more than half of that time the crop has 
been below 200,000,000 bushels a year. 


The unusual acreage and the excellent condition 


prevailing In many counties of the state give positive 
assurance, according to Mr. A. B. Anderson, the 
federal crop statistician, o£ a 1925 crop in excess of 
that raised a year ago. He is positive that with 
favorable -conditions, the yield will top that of a 
year ago by a substantial margin. Corn prices today 
are satisfactory. There Is little chance that even In 
•view of the most promising outlook, in Iowa and 
Illinois, where great crops of corn are expected, that 
the price will fall to the level of 1823. The common 
consensus of opinion indicates that It will com 
mand a satisfactory price. 


There should be reassurance In these facts for 


Nebraskans temporarily discouraged by what ap- 
peared to be a bleak outlook for corn two days ago. 
Nebraska Is certain of producing more than an 
average corn crop. 
Her farmers will dispose of :t

WIDE STREETS NECESSARY. 


During the World war the army sent to defend 


Bagdad found It impossible, because of the narrow- 
nest of the streets, to-move its ordnance through that 
undent city, so buildings were demolished right 
tnrough the center of the place and what has since 
been known as the New Street was established. It 
is of. sufficient width to accommodate traffic of every 
character and Is the only one which can be used by 
the automobiles which come in from the new city 
v,hich has been established by the foreign residents 
n rew miles from the old one and which is modern in 
i very respect. 


Many of the cities of the United States are within 


the course ot a few years going to bo compelled to 
lio what the army did at Bagdad, for It Is becoming 
increasingly evident that the narrow thoroughfares, 
laid out many years ago, before the automobile came 
Into use, will not forever suffice for the traffic they 
are required to accommodate. Chicago is and has 
been for some time engaged in an enterprise of this 
Kind and at a tremendous cost. 


Lincoln, as are most other cities in this part of 


the country, Is fortunate In the fact that most ot 
her streets are unusually broad, but the time Is 
coming, nevertheless, when the need of relief from 
congestion will be acutely felt. It ii genera-Sy con- 
ceded that nothing of a more beneficial character 
was over done In the city than the widening ot Thir- 
teenth street. But It Is further believed by tho,«e who 
have made a. study ot the situation that work of 
this character should not be stopped with this one

2 000 or 3,000 miles than for transposing them short 
distances to local points. Yet that Is Just what the 
sastern publishers are demanding when they advocate 
the abolishment of the zone system. 


Railroad and express companies charge more for haul- 
ng commodities 1,000 miles than for 50 or 100 miles. 
The reason for this is quite obvious—it costs more. 
Printed matter is no different. In this regard from 
my other commodity. .A newspaper that tries to 
build up a circulation a thousand miles away from 
where It Is published, it cannot reasonably expect the 
government to furnish free transportation In whole

-o all parts of the United States and handling bultj 
printed matter in the same way. In the first.instanc 
i uniform rate Is necessary, as it would be vastly 
more expensive to employ clerks for the »urp°'e °* 
calculating the distance and figuring up a different 
rate every time an Individual wanted to mail a letter, 
in the latter case the mailing is done from one point, 
in regular quantities, and at regular intervals and 
no special difficulty or expense Is Involved In fixing

The eastern publishing houses are not on solid

If publishers as a class hope to get anywhere they

They will do much better to 
press for more equitable postal rates In general and 
the abolition of the franking privilege.

W ithin a comparativ ely short 
distance of the Arctic circle they hav e grow n the 
finest peaches, plums and apples, the choicest of 
garden v egetab les and some of the experiments in 
grains are equally promising. 
More recently C anada launched a campaign agam.it 
destructiv e Bv ild anim als which were causing heav y 
losses among the farm ers who were raising catt 
e. 
In one b arren section of 150 miles, in the hear

the Hudson B ay country, the gov ernm ent sent ou 
a hunting party of sev en men to exterm inate wolv e*.

There will b e more t ha t 
an av erage corn crop in N eb raska. 
L arge areas in 
this state will harv est one of the finest yields of 
corn that has ev er b een raised. In the extreme sou th­ 
eastern counties of the state, m oisture has b een 
ample for all needs, and corn is in splendid condi­ 
tion. 
W estward to the central counties there are 
hundreds of fields which hav e escaped damage and 
which will produce exceptional yields. 
The. rain of T hursday was sufficiently heav y and 
came in a fashion to do the most good. 
A year ago N eb raska raised 203,280,303 b ushels of 
corn. 
In 1923, she harv ested a crop of 272,052,000 
b ushels -the second largest on record since figures 
hav e b een compiled b y tne crop reporting serv ice, 
cov ering a period of 35 yc&rs. 
But the 1924 corn crop 
b rought more money to the farm ers of this state 
than that raised in the preceding year, which was 
nearly 70,000,000 b ushels greater. 
The estim ated 
v alue of the 1924 crop w as $184,985,000 against $144,- 
138,000 in 1923. 
T hat w as a half of all the wealth 
produced on N eb raska farm s last year. 


In the fifty-nine years tjinec 1866, there hav e b een 
b ut fifteen in which N eb raska produced In excess of 
200,000,000 b ushels of corn. 
In the rem aining forty- 
four years, the yield was b elow' that figure. 
Since 
1900, for more than half of tha t tim e the crop has 
b een b elow 200,000,000 b ushels a year. 
The unusual acreage and the excellent condition 
prev ailing In m any counties of the state giv e positiv e 
assurance, according to Mr. A. E. Anderson, tht 
federal crop statistician, of a 1925 crop in excess of 
tha t raised a year ago. 
He is positiv e tha t with 
fav orab le conditions, the yield will top tha t of a 
year ago b y a sub stantial margin. Corn prices today 
arc satisfactory.

torney in New York City, spoke

"Hav e done ^v ith prohib ition 
for 
one class and not for another," he 
claimed.

The low-est estim ate of the 
cost of 
his thirty-d ay padlocking 
of rich New' York cafes and re s ta u ­ 
ran ts is $7,500, and the highest $30,- 
000, he said.
